THE RICHT TO CHOOSE. 


To the Editor of the Galgary Heraid. 
Sir :—In your issue of Febroary 6th I 
see two letters more expressive Uian yust 
serionsly impeaching Mr. Bannerman re- 
garding his action in having the post-office 
removed to section 15. Personally, 1 
know nothing about Mr. Bannerman, 
either past or present, but 1 consider he 
was perfectly justified in consulting his 
ow interests as far as the location of the 
post-office is concerned. I presume Mr. 
Bannerman did not come to Calgary for 
the good of his health. but to make an 
honest living, and as he is engaged 
in the ‘business of a bookseller and 
stationer, as well as being postmaster, he 
must be surely doing his own business a 
great injury, if, as your correspondents 
would have us believe, he has removed to 
the extremes of Calgary civilization. Ido 
not believe that Mr. Bannerman wes solely 
influenced by proprietary or monetary con- 
siderations in removing his building, but 
even if he was I should consider him a very 
foolish man had he neglected to avail him- 
self of any pecuniary advantages which 
were presented to him.
